Four fa wics have 
been apprehended at Petersbu with com- 
buftible Matrers found upoa taem, and are 
committed to Prifn ; notwithitanding which a 
Letrer was taken up, threatening to fet Fire to 
the fuur Corners of the City, ater the Empre $ 
is return’d to Peterfhott. ‘Three Incenditanes 
of 2 Ganz dilccver’d at Mofctow, have been 
burnt alive : 

Notwithitanding this Execution, and all the 
Care thar could be taken, Advices fince tie 
above fay, That the Incendiaries have found 
means to fet Fire to another Part of Petersburg, 
which has confumed fome fay fome Soo 
Heaies. : 

The Fire which Jately happened at .t//cow, 
is {aid to have lafted two Days; that above 
2000 Perfons perithed in it, and above 1 10,000 
are quite ruined by it, and forced to lic in the 
open Fields. ? 

They add, that Count Munich’s Army was 
three Days in paffing the Bog, tho’ the River 
there is not above too Paces in Breadth ; bur 
it is { deep, and the Sides fo cragged, thar 
to,aoo Men may cafily difpute the Paflage of 
109,000. [It does not appear that the Court has 
received Advice yet, of Count Munich’s having 
formed the Siege of Oczakow ; which is a Con- 
futatior’ of the Advices from Dantzick, Berlin, 
Hamburgh, &c. that the Ruffians had actually 
taken it by Storm. The Fortre‘s is faid to be a 
Hexagon, very regularly fortify"d, after the 
Manner of the Europeans. 

Letters from Vienna fay, that the four Armies 
that were in Servia, Sclavonia, Croatia, and 
Tranf/lvania, after having enter’d the Terri- 
tories of the Porte, had aétually commenc’d 
Hoftilities againft the Turks with Succefs. The 
chief Particulars are as follow. 

Count Seckzndorff’s Army arriving the 2d 
of July at Parakin, he fent Count Broda, Cap- 
tain of his Regiment, the very next Day, with 
a Guard to Nizza, to notify to the Governor of 
the Place the Emperor's Declaration of War 
againft the Porte ‘The fame Day 12 Companies 
of Grenadiers, 1600 Horfe, and 200 Huffars, 
under the Command of the ieutenant-General 
de Miglio, were detach’d, with Prince Charles 
of Lorrain, to feize the Caltle of Razena ; and 
the Turkifh Officer who commanded there with 
60 Men, furrender’d upon the very firit Sum- 
mons. 

At the fame Time the Lieutenant-Colonel 
de Valvaffone, of Seckendortf’s Regiment, ar- 
tiving by Day-break at the Fort of Ratfcha, 
fummoned the Governor to fiurrender, and he 
refufing, the Troops atttack’d the Fort, and 
took it by Storm, and then demolifh’d it. Of 
200 Men in Garifon qo were kill’d, as was alio 
their Commander, and an Aga, and the reft made 
Prifoners of War. The Germans had, upon this 
Occafion, but 2 Men kill’d. They found in 
the Fort 50 Horfes, 60 Beeves, and about 150 
Sheep 

The Licutenant-General de Miglio, after 
having put Men into Razena, where he found 
feveral Pieces of Cannon, with Ammunition and 
Provifions, march'd on the 6th, with Prince 

. Charles of Lorrain, to put the reft of the Pro- 
vince of Servia under Contribution ; and "tis faid 
that his Detachment forced a Pafs'near Nizza, 
that was guarded by feveral Hundred Turks, of 
whom there was a great Number kill'd, or taken 
@rifoners, and the reft put to Flight. 

The Army under Command of the Prince of 
Saxe-Hildbourghaufen has paffed the Save, and 
entered Bofnia, where they have taken a Fort

Bodies that were in Imperial Croatia, pafs'd the 
River Uuna mu ut the fame Time, and 
enter’d the Turkifh Croatia, which they hay 
laid under Contribution to the very Frontier of 
Boinia. : 

The 240¢0 Men thar were affembled in Tran- 
fylvania, under Count Wailis, are enter’d into 
Walachia : And fome Thoulands of Men, un- 
der two other Generals, are entered upon the 
Krentiers of Moldavia. In paffing the Limits 
of both rhefe Provinces they met with neither 
Turks nor Tartars, but they found a Country 
quite ruin’d, Villoges burnt, and Roads quite 
fj oil’d. 

*Tis faid, that as foon as the Declaration of 
the War was publifhed againft the Turks, 
Count Philippi decamp'd, with Part of the 
Army, and invefied Nifla; and that all the 
Plenipotentiarics who were on the Road for 
Nimirow, have received Orders not to go 
thither: That a principal Bafha is intrench'd 
with 20,000 Turks at Widin ; and that the 
Xuilians having got the Start of the Turksby a 
Day and half's Journey, have formed the Siege 
of Oczakow. 

Letiers from Vienna fince thofe above, fignify 
that the Duke cf Lorrain is recalled from the 
Army, and expected at that City in a few 
Weeks, on Account of the Death of the Grand 
Duke of Tu‘cany, whofe Dominions are now 
devolv’d to him ; and that ’tis for this Reafon 
the Court has fent an Exprefs to the Arch- 
duchefs, the Governe{s of the Auftrian Nerher- 
lands, with Orders to continue the Regency at 
Bruffels. °Tis thought the new Grand Duke 
will go himéfeif to take Poffeflion of Tufcany, 
and that the Archduchets his Confort will ac- 
company him: Mean Time, his Brother Prince 
Charles will ftay behind in the Army. 

Complaint has been made at Vienna, on the 
Parc of the King of Great Brirain, againft the 
Imperial General, the Prince de Lobkowitz, for 
his having caufed the Cannon to be fir’d at Par- 
ma, when the Pretender’s eldeft Son was there.
